supplied, — : 

Hin Honour said that necessaries in the 
shape of.coal were'supplied to the Paut Beau, 
a French steamor, lying in the port. Tha 
order for this coal was given by one Kwok 
Yik Ting: to ‘the plaintiff, he saying the 
sald coal was. for that ship, no questions 
being asked as to who were the owners. 
The managing partner said they supplied coal 
to ships’ and looked to the owners. for pay- 
ment when credit was given, With regular 
lines they looked to the ship. The coal was 
delivered to the Paul Beau as ordered, but not 
pid for and proceedings és rémt were as n 
result instituted for necessaries, the ship being 
seized and bail given. Tha ship belanged to'n 
French company and was chartered te Trevoux. 
and Co to run between Hongkong and Canton. 
The coal was, as n matter of fact, ordered by 
Kwok as agent for the charterera, but plaintiff 
did not know of this until some time afterwards, 
as he simply described himself os for the 
Steamer, -The official document of registra- 
tion described Trevoux and Co, as Arma- 
feurs, award of which there is no exact’ 
English equivalent, but which shows that 
the lawful possession of the sbip was vested in 
Trevoux and Co.,and notthen in the owness, 
and there was nothing to show there was 

‘} any ‘provision making the owners liable 
far the coal. As the Paul - Beau was a 
French steamer Mr. Pollock had contended 
that the French law was applicable in the 
case, and that’ the plaintiff had net dealt 
with it. under that Inw and therefore could 
not succeed, During the trial His Honour had 
intimated that he did not think French law 
apolicable in. the case, and he remained of the 
sime opinion still so be would not give any 
decision on that point.. ‘There was no doubt 
that under Section ¢ of the Admiralty 
Court Act of 186t the Court had juris- 
diction, and a foreign ship could be seized 
in this port ig an action in rem for 
‘necessaries, The question “what law is ap- 
plicable must arise, His Hondyr then dealt 
with the ‘subject of the “law of the flag” at 
some length and conclu ted that the law of the 
flag: did not by any inherent right govern the 
case, . * . 

Where the master is the agent of the 
charterers it would follow that the law of the 
‘flag has nothing to do with the matter. 

In this case the contract was not made by 
the master, therefore no question of French 
Jaw arises. Mr. Slade had broadly stated the 
English law on the subject,.that the, material 
man or person who supplies necessaries has'a 
right ‘against 'a ship, ‘charter or- no charter,” 
unless he knows the charterer and gives him 
credit, or unless the ownership was changed be- 
tween the supplying of the necessaries and the 
action brought. . 

Further authorities and a review of the argu-

spears and other arms, Naturally the passen- 
gers ware terrified but in presence of the com: 
bined force‘of the pirates they were absolutely 
helpless. There was no doubt that the affair was 
pre-arranged, “The pirates came qn deck in:a 
body, coerced'the passengers into subjection, 
Seril-one man to disable the pilot by pointing a 
revolverat hishea4, put another in the stokehold 
wheré the engineer was at thelr mercy and had 
the Tien-kong. within their ‘iron control. The 
first thing they did was to rifle the cabin of the 
officers, Theta they got $960'in hard cash, be- 
sides other booty. In real Captain Starlight 
fashion thay held up the entire passengers. No: 
body. seamed to have the cournge to withstand 
them. They actually ruled the boat for four or 
five hours, The master was helpless, the of- 
ficers had no weapons®the crew could or would 
do nothing and the passengers seemed like a 
‘flock of sheep. The pirates—nine against 130 
—took everything they wanted, even to the. 
very stools on which the natives lie. When 
they were finished they o:déred the engineer to 
ground the boat, one of the robbers taking the 
wheel. When’ the boat had. grounded they 
leaped ashore and bide farewell to the dis 
tutbed pissengers in the most impndent fashion. 

Altogether they gat abort $30°0 worth of 
goods and valuables, The captain of the boat 
‘wanted to ga to Samshui, but the passengers 
maintained that Ching-yuen was their destina- 
tion, hoping, na doubt, that the Chinese gur- 
bout there would come to their rescue. How- 
ever, there was na attempt made, so far as we 
are informed, to-catth the pirates and so far 
they have gone free. ut a 

this is by no’ means the. first occasion 
in which’ pirates have had the audacity 
lo board trading vessels of the character 
of the’ 7Yen-kong. In this case the matter has 
been reported by Mr, J. W. Kew, of the Steam 
Watér Boat Company, to the authorities and it 
is hoped that they will succeed in obtaining 
restitution of their godds which were lost on 
the Téen-hong and also of the valuables. 

It is reported that two days later, on the 
16th, another piracy occurred, the facts cf 
which are not known. ‘ 

Considering that Mr. J. W. Kew is. the sole 
owner ofthe Z'¢en-4ong, which has only been a 
few weeks on the run, considerable sympathy 


is felt for him in the misfortune which has }. 


befallen his boat and everybody trusts that the 
pirates will be brought ta book. .

RESULTS OF TEACHING IN THAT SUBJECT 

A report on the teaching of hygienc in the 
schools of Hongkong, by Mr. E. A. Irving, the 
Inspector of Schools, was Jaid before the 
Legislative Council this afternoon. The 
report opens by detailing the considerations 
which’ led the Governmont to undertake the 
teaching of this subject and it is of genera! 
interest. It states. thal towards the and of the 
year 1903, & circular was received from: the 

ecretary of Statefor the Colonies, forwardiny 
a copy‘of a despatch f.om the Governor of 
Lagos on the: subject of hygiene in schools 
It was suggested in the circular that " skilfulls 
arranged lessons on the natural history of the 
causes of the most important tropical diseases 
might be made very attractive to children, and 
that such teaching would be of ‘practical utility 
in the future.” - The Secretary of State desired 
to be informed whether any teaching of this 
nature was at that. time being given in the 
schools of Hongkong, or whether it could pro- 
fitably be given, : : 

Hygiene had not at that time been taught in 
the schools of the Colony, except here tind 
there in a sporadic and disconnected way, 
under the namés of domestic science ond 
physiology. To advise how tho subject might 

¢ conveniently introduced, Mr. May, the 
Officer Administering the Government, ap- 
pointed a Committee, consisting of the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer, the Headmaster of 
Queen's College and the.

A number of experienced salvage operators 
went on the City of Birmingham to the scene | 
of the sirinding, and after inspecting the vessel 
they came to the conclusion that it was quite 
possible to salve the vessel, the estimated cost 
heing put at £80,020. It was necessary, in the 
first place, however, to learn the views of the 
Messageries Maritimes officials in Marseilles, 
and negotiations ‘have been proceeding for. 
some time between Flongkong and Marseilles 
on the subject,” The final-result is that one of 
the expest engineers of the Messagories Marie 
‘times Fas been sent out to visit the wreck, and 
arrived at Saigon by the last mail, Oo Tuer- 
day Mr, J, W. Jameson, marine engineer, 
Hongkong, proceeded by the M. M, boat 
Salaste (to Saigon where he will meet 
and ‘confer with the French engineer.

0 The learned judge had decided in 
their favour, but had entered judgment. in a 
did-not approve of; and they, asked 
ships to alter it.

Judgé had decided that the case had not been 
proved against his clients, and had ‘decided in 
their favour, but drew up the judgment ip.a- 
curious form and declining to dismiss the 
action against Bewick, Moreing and Co.

At that time there was in, 
China a Mr. Hoover, who was subsequently a 
partner in the firra of Bewick, Moreing and. 
Co. who had just gone out with their instroc- 
tions, and at the request of Chang he inspected 
the mines, 10 see what could be done in the 
way of raising’ capital. 
Hoover was applied to by Chang to take over 
this matter, and he ultimately came to an 
arrangement under which Chang and, bis share- 
holders were to sell the concern to a European 
company, preferably an English company. 
July 1990, a document was executed, under 
which an English company was to be formed to 
take over the properly of the English company. 
‘The ‘negotiations were cargied on by Mr. 
Hoover, on the one side, as agent for Bewick, 
Moreing and Co., and on the other side, by 
Chang and Mr. Detring. Mr. Hoover subse- 
quently left for Europe,:and he thén com- 
municated with Mr. Moreing. The latter 
handed over the matter to the Oriental Syndi- 
cate, which’ was formed for the purpose of 
undertaking various concerns in the East. 
Then the syndicate formed the-English com- 
pany, and that'cumpany—the defendant com- 
pany—was registered In 1900. 
1995, Hoover went back to China with certain 
documents prepared for the purpose of getting 
a transfer of the properly, andin February, 
1901, a document was executed transferring 
the property to the English company. 
Chang was unwilling to execute that without 
receiving assurances on certain points, and a. 
memorandum was executed contemporancous- 
ly with the deed of transfer, providing, among 
other things, that there should be a Chinese 
board as well as an English‘ one, and that 
Chang should remain director-general for life. 
hat was the memorandum in question in the 
‘action., ‘ Before it was executed Mr. Moreing 
hai ceased to have any. interest in the matter, 
except that he was .a director of the English 
company and a shareholder in it. 
difficulties arose with regard to the manage- 
ment of.the property, and ultimately led to 
this action being brought, asking, as against 
the defendant company, fora 4eclaration that 
the memorandum was binding. ; 

At this point the Court adjourned: T!
